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Largest Graduating Class 
To Get AA Degrees June 13 


The largest graduating class in 
the history of Monterey Peninsula 
College will receive the Associate 
in Arts degree in commencement 
ceremonies Thursday afternoon, 
June 13, at the MPC Stadium. 


One-hundred seventy-one  stu- 
dents will receive diplomas for stu- 
dies completed this semester. 
Twenty-three will receive diplomas 
for studies completed the fall se- 
mester and 12 for the 1962 summer 
session. Although many students 
who finished studies at MPC be- 
fore the spring semester have con- 
tinued at other colleges or uni- 
versities, some will return for com- 
mencement. 


Graduation day activities will be- 
gin with a luncheon at 1:00 in the 
Student Union. 

Reverend Clarence P. Shedd, 
Stephen Merrell Clement Profes- 
sor of Christian Methods, emeri- 
tus, at Yale University, will deliver 
the baccalaureate address, “Com- 
mitted—To What?’ during the 
service at 3 in the Library. 

Dr. Shedd is an outstanding pio- 
neer in this country in the field of 
religion and higher education. It 
was his collaboration with the Cali- 
fornia Junior College Association 
that made possible the first Con- 
ference on Moral and Spiritual 
Values in the junior colleges of 
California. 

He received his B.A. and M.A. 
degrees from Clark University, his 
B.D. degree from the Yale Divinity 
School and his Ph.D. from Yale.

Melissa Blake Reads 
Poetry About Big Sur 


Melissa Blake, a gentle little woman in green, read some of 
her poetry to MPC students last week. 
“TI raise plants and write poems,’ Miss Blake, a former 


professional dancer and choreo- 
grapher, says: And the poems are 
about Big Sur, where she lives— 
about everyday sights and experi- 
ences that commonly tend to es- 
cape our attention.

You rarely see 
them sad,’ comments Candi 
Draves, who works with girls be- 
tween the ages of five and 12. 
“They’re all so friendly,” she con- 
tinues, “and when you do some- 
thing for them, they just light up. 
It really makes you feel like you’re 
somebody.” 

“You have to give the kids 
plenty of love,” Terry Poland adds, 
“but you also have to be firm.” 
Terry works with the boys be- 
tween five and 12 three days a 
week. Judy Davis works with girls 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays.

A Deeply Moving Tragedy

On a darkened stage, a dim spotlight showed a stately 


young woman in Grecian dress. She spoke, and low lighting 
came in to show other characters as she introduced them.

Mary Gannon was outstanding 
as the young idealistic Antigone.

She begged Anti- 
gone to forget about burying their 
brother, and broke into a plea for 
herself and sister, showing her hor- 
rible fear of a death at the hands of 
a mob. 


Terry Poland played Haemon, 
Creon’s son and Antigone’s fiance, 
but just wasn’t human enough. His 
love scene with Antigone was cold, 
and when he confronted Creon af- 
ter the woman he loved had been 
sent to her death, he did not put 
enough feeling into his perform- 
ance. 


Paulette Solt played the sister’s 
loving old nurse very well, funny at 
times, sad at others. 


Phil Rayher added a comic touch 
as the first guard, and emphasized 
Creon’s dictatorship in his salute— 
that of a Nazi soldier to Hitler. 


Mike Colyer and Ron Martin 
played the second and third guards. 


John Pomeroy was good as the 
horrified messenger who rushed in 
to announce Haemon’s and Anti- 
gone’s deaths. Dick Hinwood, 9- 
year old son of English instructor 
Robert Hinwood, played Creon’s 
page. Creon’s wife, Eurydice, was 
played by Lynnea Larson. 

The lighting and sound, under 
the technical direction of Mr. Rich- 
ard Frazer, was excellent. The 
gradual deepening of the lights as 
the day broke, the red glow on the 
backdrop at sunset, the rolling 
drums and deep chimes of a clock’s 
bells heightened the impact of the 
play. 

Mr. Morgan Stock directed An- 
tigone, and Randall Evans was stu- 
dent stage manager.

The early geologist finds the fish fossils, so at a bright 7:30 
one Sunday morning, 28 students and our geology instructor 
set forth on an expedition into the wilds of the Salinas Valley 


and the Jabalon range.
